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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application c6ntains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

I. Claim 2 (monitoring bit error rate), 

II. Claim 3 (monitoring byte error rate). 

III. Claim 4 (monitoring packet error rate). 

IV. Claims 5 and 16 (monitoring SNR) 

V. Claim 6 (monitoring received power) 

VI. Claims 7, 19, and 23 (monitoring one or more factors and directing CM to a 
suitable upstream channel based on CM's performance) 

VII. Claims 8-10 (monitoring post registration data and subdividing modems into 
logical subgroups). 

VIII. Claims 1 1, 12, 17, and 18 (gathering data about received power and/or SNR and 
subdividing modems into logical low and/or high power subgroups and/or low and/or high SNR 
subgroups). 

IX. Claims 14-15, and 22 (monitoring received power after adjusting transmit power 
for power shortfall problem). 

X. Claim 21 (commanding CM to transmit at the maximum available power and 
using UCD to assign new logical upstream for CM with acceptable error rate). 

XI. Claim 24 (CMTS' line cards for gating bursts from data paths to a controller). 
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2. The species are independent or distinct because 

Inventions I-X and XI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, 
and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions CMTS' 
line cards in invention XI are not related to any of the parameters used for monitoring CM 
performance/assigning logical subgroups in inventions I-XI. 

Inventions I-X are directed to related different parameters used in performance 
monitoring of the CMs. The related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, 
function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and 
(3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed the use of each parameter in each invention is different. 
Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1,13, and 20 are generic. 

6. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
